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“‘And when the day of Pentecost was fully come they were all with one accord in one place.”” Acts 2:1. 


“And they were all filled with the 


Holy Ghost and began to speak with other tongues as the Spirit gave them utterance.’ Acts 2:4. 
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The Blood 


Text: “For the life of the flesh is in 
the blood: and I have given it to you 
upon the altar to make an atonement 
for your souls: for it is the blood that 
maketh an atonement for tke soul,” Lev. 
17311. 

For some time I have been impressed 
to write an article on this most important 
subject and in the fear of Almighty God 
I undertake the task. This subject has 
been greatly neglected by the modern 
ministers of our day. But in spite of the 
frantic efforts of the modernists, athe- 
ists, communists, agnostics, and social- 
ists to confuse and betray this subject, 
we Church of God ministers are going 
to keep it ever before the general public 
as well as before the saints of God. I 
have been informed by good authority 
that some of the modernists, in trying 
to get away from the blood, have culled 
songs about the blood out of their song 
books. God help us who are acquainted 
with the blood to preach it without fear 
and favor. 

Now to the text. We will notice first 
the value of the blood to the flesh (or 
body). When the blood leaves the body 
it immediately dies. Where there is no 
blood there is no life. This is a very good 
type of the soul. Without the blood of 


.Jesus it doesn’t have life eternal. Several 


blood transfusions were given to Huey 
Long to keep life in the flesh or body. 
So you see the blood is very important 
to a healthy body. The blood, I am told, 
he!ps digest our food and takes the 
strength to the different parts of the 
body. 


But we will move to the last clause of 


our text—‘“for it is the blood that 
maketh an atonement for the soul.” This 
is the most important to us and /o the 
lost. It just means eternal life to all that 
will keep it applied to their hearts. You 
will observe that the word translated 
“pitch” in Gen. 6:14 is the same word 
translated “atonement” in Lev. 17:11 
(Scofield. ) 

The foregoing shows that the blood 
will keep us apart from sin. Comparing 
1 John 1:7 to Gen. 3:21 we find, what 
I think, to be the first type of blood for 
atonement. God made them (Adam and 
Eve) coats of skin, and clothed them. 
This is a type of Christ made unto us 
for righteousness. Now I would presume 
that He (God) used the blood of the 
animal to make an atonement for their 
sinsick souls. 

We'll take up Abel’s offering next. 
Gen. 4:4. He brought of the firstlings 
of the flock and of the fat thereof, and 
God had respect, or set fire to Abel’s of- 
fering. Please observe that it was a 
bloody sacrifice. Cain failed because he 
did not have the blood and many others 
are failing the same way and_ will miss 
heaven, God help us to get a glimpse of 
the blood and tell others about it. In 
Heb. 11:4 God is mentioned as testify- 
ing of Abel’s gift, and, though he is 
dead, it yet speaketh. It is marvelous for 
God to testify of our gifts—the blood 
will make Him testify through our lives. 

Jesus gave Himself a ransom for all, 
to be testified in due time. 1 Tim. 2:6. 
We'll now look at Gen. 8:20 where 
Noah took of every clean beast (not un- 
clean) beast, etc., and offered to God the

same. God smelled a sweet savor and said 
in His heart, “I will not again curse the 
ground any more for man’s sake.” This 
will show the reader how God looks at 
a blood experience. Go with me to Exod. 
12:13. Here blood is mentioned as a 
token. Now the word “token” means 
“something intended to represent or indi- 
cate another thing or an event” (Web- 
ster.) So the foregoing sets forth very 
plainly the deliverance of God’s people 
from sin and uncleanness. Zech. 13:1. 
Talk about getting rid of the drink 
habit, joking and lying, it will all go 
when the blood is applied, 

You may rest assured that under the 
blood is the only safe place, in these days 
of sin and apostasy, for us. Exod. 12: 
23. Certainly we need it on each side of 
us and over us. Remember Jesus said, “I 
am the door of the sheep (saints).” St. 
John 10:7. It is a sad thought that so 
many people try to trample the blood 
under their unhallowed feet. None 
should even think of such a thing; how- 
ever, many who do not seem to under- 
stand the value of the blood to a poor 
lost soul are doing it. Heb. 10:29. 

Leprosy is a type of sin and is in- 
curable by human means. Also sin can- 
not be cured by anything except the 
blood of Jesus. Yet many people join the 
church and are baptized and try to claim 
that they are right with God, without 
having the blood of Jesus on their souls. 
But, alas, when temptations come they 
find themselves doing the same old things 
they always did. 

The high priest would always wash

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The Atonement 


The atonement is a great subject and 
would require much time and space to 
give it justice. However, I would like to 
mention a few things relative to this all- 
important and much needed _ thought. 
Let the reader bear in mind, that Jesus 
Christ, the Son of the living God, did 
not come to this world for mere pastime. 
He came for a specific purpose. As you 
well know, the devil had lured the heart 
of man from God, causing him to diso- 
bey and transgress God’s low. For this 
act of disobedience, a curse was placed 
upon man. The earth was also cursed; 
therefore, we are living in a world that 
is bearing the marks of sin from the low- 
est of God’s creation to the highest. 


In the first chapter of Genesis, the 
26th verse, God said: “Let us make man 
in our image, after our likeness: and let 
them have dominion over the flesh of the 
sea, and over the fowl of the air, and 
over the cattle, and over all the earth, 
and over every creeping thing that 
creepetn upon the earth.” Man lost his 
high position of honor that Ged had 
placed him in, when he listened to the 
devil. He therefore fell and is to-day 
groaning under the heavy load of sin, or 
its results. God looked down upon His 
creation in its awful, sinful, wrecked, 
ruined, and helpless condition, and in His 
love and mercy provided a remedy, THE 
ATONEMENT. John tells us that, “For 
this purpose the Son of God was mani- 
fested, that he might destroy the works 
of the devil.” This He will surely do, 
but He will do it according to His own 
will. 


We read in Heb. 2:8, 9, “But we see 
not yet all things put under him, But 
we see Jesus, who was made a little lower 
than the angels for the suffering of 
death, crowned with glory and honour; 
that he by the grace of God should taste 
death for every man.” I also call atten- 
tion to the fifty-third chapter of Isaiah, 
verses 2, 4-6, 10, 12, “And when we 
shall see him, there is no beauty that we 
should desire him. He hath borne our 
griefs, and carried our sorrows: He was 
wounded fcr our transgressions, he was 
bruised for our iniquities: the chastise- 
ment of our peace was upon him; and 
wita his stripes we are healed. The Lord 
hath laid on him the iniquity of us all. 
It pleased the Lord to bruise him. And he 
bare the sin of many, and made inter- 
cession for the transgressors.” In this 
chapter we have pictured, Jesus Christ, 
the great sacrifice that was to be offered 
for sin. You may wonder why some who 
profess to be Christians go on sinning 
every day. It is because the atoning blood 
of Jesus has not been applied to their 


souls. The blood-washed child of God 
does not commit sin. The Son of God 
was manifested that He might destroy the 
works of the devil. No mat.er how far in 
sin you have gone, the atonement reaches 
deeper than the sting of sin has gone. 


WHAT IS MEANT BY THE 
ATONEMENT? It is a satisfier, or paci- 
fier between an offended one and an of- 
fender. Who then is the offended one? 
It was God that was offended in Adam, 
because he listened to the devil and dis- 
obeyed God’s law, Man then was the of- 
fender. God was so highly displeased and 
offended with this act of disobedience, 
that he pronounced a curse upon the 
whole world. Hence we have enmity be- 
tween man and man, enmity among the 
beasts of the forest, enmity among -the 
nations of the earth. We can see the ef- 
fect of this curse in the earth now; there 
is the pestilence, disease, death and suf- 
fering everywhere. This is an awful con- 
dition with no hope of deliverance, out- 
side of Jesus Christ the Son of the living 
God. Thanks be unto God, we have pro- 
vided in the atonemect, full and com- 
pete deliverance from every stain of sin. 
The atonement also carries with it the 
thought of a covering. To the sinner it 
implies his being covered, or protected 
from the punishment imposed upon sin. 
It must be understood that the work of 
the atonemert is a moral and not a com- 
mercial transaction. It does for the sin- 
ner that which he can not do for him- 
self. God for Christ’s sake pardons our 
sins but demands that we pay our just 
and honest debts. A man who will not 
meet or try to meet his obligations, can 
never expect to be influential for God in 
this world. His testimony will sound like 
a cracked bell. The world will be throw- 
ing him up to the pastor continually. If 
Gad really saves a man he will treat his 
fellowman right. 


HOW WAS TH E ATONEMENT 
PROVIDED? The atonement was pro- 
vided by the gift of God. “For God so 
loved the world that he GAVE.” It was 
2 great sacrifice for God to give His on- 
ly begotten Son, but it was His love for 
a lost world that caused Him to do it. 
How odd it is that mankind will turn 
down ard reject this great gift of God! 
Yet they are doing it by the  thou- 
sands. Again, the atonement is provided 
by Christ giving Himself, “And walk 
in love, as Christ also hath loved us, and 
hath given himself for us an offering and 
a sacrifice to God for a sweetsmelling 
savour.” Eph. 5:2. It was indeed a great 
price to pay, but Jesus paid*the debt for 
the sins of the whole world. He died for 
those who were agaist Him, those who 
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had transgressed God’s law, those in 
whom the love of God was not found. 
Something had to be done, if man was to 
be delivered. He was absolutely helpless. 
Just as the children of Israel were bitten 
by the serpents in the wildreness, and had 
to look on the brazen serpent that Moses 
placed upon a pole in order that they 
might live, so will all that have been 
bitten by the serpent of sin, have to look 
to the cross of Christ and behold the 
bleeding Lamb of God, hanging between 
heaven and earth, offering Himself as a 
sacrifice for the sins of the world. Dear 
sinner friend, will you look and live, or 
will you die? 

WHAT IS THE EXTENSION OF 
THE ATONEMENT? Is it general or is 
it limited? The atonement is both gen- 
eral and limited. As to its sufficiency, it 
is infinite. In Titus 2:14, speaking of 
Christ, Paul says, “Who gave himself for 
us, that he might redeem us from all ini- 
wity, and purify unto himself a peculiar 
people, zealous of good works.” We see 
by this that He gave Himself for us. To 
whom does he have reference? To ll 
mankind everywhere. In the eleventh and 
twelfth verses of this same chapter he 
says, ‘“For the grace of God that bringeth 
salvation hath appeared to all men.” Yes, 
God’s grace hath appeared to all men. 
The heavens declare the glory of God and 
the firmament sheweth His handiwork. 
There is no language where the voice of 
Ged is not heard, according to David in 
the nineteenth Psalm There is no excuse 
fcr ore not believing on the Son of God. 
His work can be seen all around us. It 
does not matter how far in sin one has 
gone, the grace of God will reach him if 
he will believe and accept Him. Man 
can not look into the heavens without 
seeing God and His great work. The 
stars, the moon and the sun in all their 
splendor and glory are declaring ro all 
men everywhere that God exists. Man 
with all his intellect and ability has never 
been able to fathom the grace of God 
and he never will be able to underscand 
God and His work in any other way ex- 
cept that way by which God hath de- 
signed that he shall understa:d Him. 
That way is the way of faith. By faith 
we understand that the worlds were 
framed. In no other way can we really 
understand God. When we have com- 
pletely exhausted every means of our 
intellect, then it is that faith takes hold 
and we can begin to understand God. 


The grace of God is within the reach 
of every one, and it is not limited to cir- 
cumstances nor conditions, when it comes 
to its sufficiency; but the atonement is

This movement conducted from Mos- 
cow, prepares for a new attack against 
Christianity in all the world, and even a 
tightening down in Russia. A world con- 
ference has been called to meet in Mos- 
cow Feb. 9. To this gathering of “‘god- 
less and free thinkers” 1,600 representa- 
tives from forty-six countries are ex- 
pected to be in attendance. 

In order to carry on the fight against 
religion on a wide scale, it is planned to 
erect a powerful radio station to be used 
exc.usively for this purpose. The idea is 
to give support to certain important cen- 
ters of bolshevistic, atheistic propaganda, 
as Madrid, Prague, Mexico, India, China, 
and other parts of the world. The object 
of this socicty is the destruction of all 
religion in all lands. 

A MONUMENT TO JUDAS 
ISCARIOT 

Among the many blasphemous things 
done by this “Society of the Godless” is 
the erection of a monument to Judas Is- 
cariot, in Russia, on the Volga near Kas- 
sau, It is a giant figure with clinched 
fists threatening heaven. At the unveil- 
ing the speaker said that the government 
had debated for some time whether the 
monument should be to Lucifer, Cain, or 
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Judas. They decided on Judas because he 
betrayed Christ. 

Such blasphemy is a little indication of 
the conditions that will exist when Anti- 
christ reigns in all the world. How we 
should watch and pray as we see the day 
approaching, that we may be prepared to 
go with the overcomers who are to es- 
cape all these things, and stand with the 
Son of man.

great water supply after 2,000 years 
shortage; world’s first Hebrew-speaking 
radio announcer heard daily around the 
world from station at Jerusalem; first 
telegraph service established between 
many towns in Palestine; first rotary 
printing press introduced into Palestine, 
ard first automatic phone service with 
dial phones. 

World Jewish congress held in Switzer- 
land bars communistic Jews. They 
charge that communists incited the Arab 
strike against the Jews in Palestine.

It 1s good to listen to wise counsel and 
to the sayings of good and wise men, but 
it is still more instructive to observe the 
excellent qualities in the character and 
conduct of these about us. 

Now it is to what Josiah did that we 
want to call your attention, and not to 
what he said, “While he was yet young, 
he began to seek after the God of David 
his father.” 

David was not Josiah’s immediate 
father. David had been dead about 375 
years when Josiah began to reign. But as 
Israel looked upon Abraham as _ their 
father or predecessor, so could Josiah look 
upon David. It was the God of Israel 
who promoted David, gave him his por- 
tion of joy, and it was the God of Is- 
rae: that David served and delighted to 
honor, and whose laws he held in highest 
esteem. So Josiah seeks David’s God. 

1. Josiah evidently felt his need of 

God. Most men live in the natural with- 
out God, and have no regard for His 
laws. Far from Him are they by wicked 
works, and, worse still, most men are 
satisfied with this, and therefore do not 
seek after God. But contrary to this, 
Josiah felt his need of God. He doubtless 
felt His sin, misery and helplessness 
without God. Man was created by the 
Lord, and for His own purposes. Here is 
man’s center of happiness and content- 
ment. 
2. His soul desired the fellowship and 
friendship of God. However rich, wise or 
honored man may be on earth, he is poor 
and needy without God. There is a lack 
in the soul, as a hunger, a thirst, a lone- 
liness, a fear, or as the tempest-tossed 
sailor desiring the shore. 

3. Josiah sought God by the proper 
means. By searching His Word, by wor- 
shipping with His people. It is here that 
he is engaged: In fervent, secret prayer 
God graciously met him. It is evident 
that Josiah sought God: 

Earnestly, and with all his heart. It is 
to such that the promise is given. 

And he sought humbly, prostrating 
himself before God. And in sackcloth 
and ashes. 

And with perseverance. He pressed his 
claim. He allowed nothing to hinder 
him. 

He sought through the promised Mes- 
siah. It is said that’ pious Jews worshipped 
with reference to him. And so through

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WHAT CAN I DO? 
By Evangelist Sam C, Perry 
Jesus’ last and great command was, 

“Go ye into all the world and preach the 
gospel to every creature.” All who be- 
lieve on the Savior and share the benefits 
of His redemption on the cross are 
equally responsible for the heeding of this 
sovereign command. 


1. From the fact that others brought 
the knowledge of the Savior to us, with- 
out which we would have gone out into 
eternal darkness, it becomes our duty to 
Pass it on to others who are in the same 
condition as we were. Paul said, “I am 
debtor,” making it a matter of common 
honesty to stand to this obligation. It 
is not a mere sentiment, fad or notion, 
but a trust committed to us from God 
with orders to pass it on to all men. To 
neglect this great command of Jesus is 
the crime of Christianity, the unpardon- 
able sin of the Church. To what extent 
are we guilty? 

2. No true Christian could be with- 
out pity for the heathen in their desper- 
ate condition. With all the most ap- 
palling things in the homeland, in any 
homeland, the condition in heathen lands 
is infinitely worse. They have none of 
the things that we hold dear, no Sabbath, 
Bible, Church, and Sunday School with 
all their pleasant associations, no peace 
through the blood of Jesus, and hope of 
heaven above, no deathbed scenes of 
father, mother, wife or little children 
passing through the gate to await where 
they will meet to part no more. Add to 
this dark picture the horrors of slavery, 
opium, the witch doctor, child widow 
and wife, and all of their cruel rites. Is 
there nothing we can do to help get the 
knowledge of Jesus to them? 

3. Missionary efforts have yielded mar- 
velous returns, bright conversions, won- 
derful Christian characters produced, 
miraculous healings, and gracious __re- 
vivals have resulted. From India, China, 
Korea, Japan, parts of Africa, Central 
and South America and many other parts 
of the world gracious revivals have been 
reported. God is working powerfully 
among men, and He challenges His peo- 
ple to take their place with Him in 
evangelizing the whole earth. 

4. Jesus said, “This gospel of the king- 
dom shall be preached in all the world 
for a wtiness unto all nations, and then 
shall the end come.” What else can be 
lacking fulfillment but this? It is here 
upon the dial of the ages that the destiny 
of the nations will strike. It will be the 


ending of the old dispensation and the be- 
ginning of the new. If we would be in 
the order of God’s great program of the 
ages which finally leads to the marriage 
supper of the Lamb and the coming glory 
and kingdom, let us enter heartily into 
the plan of Jesus for lost men, and do 
our best to help carry it to all the world. 
There are three ways men can help, by 
going, giving, and praying. 

5. As a full believer in Christ I[ 
should have a love in me that would stir 
me to do my best to get the gospel to 
others. Paul said, “The love of Christ 
constraineth me.” What a force that 
love becomes in those possessed of it! It 
was that love that brought Jesus to our 
world to die for us. It was that love that 
moved Him to all the service He ren- 
dered to needy and suffering humanity 
while on earth. It was the same love that 
animated the early Church for her he- 
roic and miraculous career. It is that 
love we need today that the prayer and 
sacrifice in giving and doing may come 
forth to meet the present emergency. 
Some one has said that the lack of love 
is a cause for unfaithfulness, but where 
can its presence be more in evidence than 
in the fulfillment of this supreme com- 
mand of our Lord? 


6. There is only one way to live the 
happy, victorious, Christian life, and that 
is to live the life Jesus purchased for you 
on the cross, that which shows forth His 
purity, grace and power, to others. If 
He were here today we know what 
He would do. His heart and voice, feet 
and hands would be used to carry the 
message of loving deliverance to the suf- 
fering and lost. But He is not here liter- 
ally. He is in heaven to appear for us. 
We are His representatives here. He 
wants our voice, hands and feet, our of- 
ferings and a willing service. Let us take 
the cup of sa'vation that has quenched 
our burning thirst and pass i on to the 
fainti- g souls in the heathen world. How 
wonderful if in that day He should say, 
“I could not go, but you went for me. 
I could not speak but you spoke for me. 
Inasmuch as ye did it to the least ye did 
it unto me.”

Brother Tharp Speaks 


I feel that 1 am speaking to a group 
of intelligent students who have power 
to think and to realize the purpose for 
which they are in school, therefore, I can 
speak more freely. 

The natural man cannot understand 
the things of God, because they are 
spiritually discerned, but you who are 
spiritual can understand me when i 
speak of spiritual things. 

There is an unseen influence that goes 
with us. There are incidents that asso- 
ciate themselves with us, that accompany 
us continually. These influences, inci- 
dents, and associations are making im- 
pressions on others. They become a part 
of us, Think of Lindbergh and you im- 
mediately think of aviation. Think of 
David and you think of him as the boy 
who killed the giant, not as king. You 
can almost see him running down to 
the brook, gathering the five stones, tak- 
ing the sling and slaying the giant. 
When you think of Daniel, you think 
of the lions’ den, or when he 
made the decision that he would 
not defile himself with the king’s meat. 
Think of the three Hebrew children and 
you think of the fiery furnace. So real 
does the furnace become, and the fourth 
‘man, until the others are almost lost from 
sight. And so it is with you. Your lives 
are making impressions. 

When people think of you they think 
of incidents that are associated with your 
lives. If you have been careless, indif- 
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ferent, and negligent, these things will 
be remembered after school is out. If you 
have been deeply consecrated to God, it 
will be remembered. There are impres- 
sions that you make on individuals out- 
side of the school that associate you with 
the school. It is not you so much who 
comes into their minds, as it is the 


school. Our actions will determine the 
impressions that people have of the 
school. 


We are nearing the close of school. 
People will be looking forward to com- 
ing and enjoying it. They are anxious to 
be here. Many boys and girls who have 
wanted to be here for years, and have 
associated the school with the presence of 
the Lord and with the Holy Ghost, will 
be here. They would give most anything 
to be here. They cannot all be in school, 
but many of them can come for the last 
few days. Many have been praying for the 
school. They have been helping some of 
you financially. There is the Church who 
has appropriated money for the dormi- 
tory, it was a great sacrifice, but they 
did it to help you.

I think of 
Peter and John as they approached the 
lame man, it was not their dress that 
caused him to be healed, but the power 
that they possessed. I hope that the pow- 
er of God will so accompany our exer- 
cises that some of you, who think you 
cannot preach, and are so timid that you 
cannot talk, will get a divine call to the 
ministry, and dedicate your lives to the 
Lord. I wish God would talk to some- 
body’s heart until they could see the 
needs of the school to the extent that 
they would give $1,000.00 for the sup- 
port of the school. 

Church members, your fathers and 
mothers will be here. They will be disap- 
pointed unless they see the Spirit of God 
manifested in us.

and cleanse himself before going into the 


holy place. He would not enter without 
the biood. He would offer a bullock for 
the sin offering for himself and make 
an atonement for himself and for his 
house. He would then take two goats and 
present them before the Lord at the door 
of the tabernacle of the congregation. 
He cast lots upon the heads of the two 
goats—one lot for the Lord and_ the 
other for the scape-goat, Then the high 
priest would take the goat upon which 
the Lord’s lot fell and offer him for a 
sin offering. But he would lay his hands 
upon the head of the goat chosen to be 
the scape-goat and confess over him the 
sins of the children of Israel, putting 
them upon the living goat’s head and lead 
him away by the hand of some fit man 
into the wiiderness. Read Lev. 16 and 
then compare Isa. 53:5,° 6. It reads 
like this: “But he (Jesus) was wounded 
for our transgressions, he was bruised for 
our iniquities: the chastisement of our 
peace was upon him; and with his 
stripes we are healed.” “All we like sheep 
have gone astray; we have turned every 
one to his own way and the Lord hath 
laid on him (Jesus) the iniquities of us 
all.” Yes, God made Jesus to be sin for 
us who knew no sin, that we might be 
made the righteousness of Ged in him. 
2 Cor. 5:21. Now if we will go to Him 
acd confess our sins, He is faithful and 
just to forgive us, thank God. 

We will give two more Old Testament 
references fourd in Exodus 15, where the 
children of Israel and Moses sang the 
victory song. “I will sing unto the Lord 
for he hath triumphed gloriously. His 
horse and his rider hath he thrown into 
the sea.” It goes on to tell tnat the Lord 
is our salvation because He drowned 
Pharach’s host in the Red Sea. This is a 
unique type of the slaying of the old 
man of sin in our day. Eph. 2:14 com- 
pared to Luke 1:73-75, You will find this 
scarlet thread all through the Old Tes- 
tament. Josh, . 2:21. 

Finding that these are just shadows 
and types we will move on to the New 
Testament to find the antitype. It is 
said that the moon is an opaque body and 
consequently gets its light from the sun. 
The Jews constantly looked to the moon. 
Psa. 81:3, 4; 2 Chr. 2:4; Neh. 10:33. 
The above shows that Jesus is the true 
light that came on the scene as the law 
was going down, When the sun rises the 
moon doesn’t give light. So the law and 
the prophets were until John; but since 
that time the kingdom of God is preached 
and every man presseth into it. Luke 16: 
16. The thought I want te convey is 
this: That these dead sacrifices should 
have stopped when Jesus came, and did, 
in the light of the Scriptures. The blood 
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of Jesus fulfilled every type that the 
Old Testament gives in regard to the 
blood question. Jesus’ blood will cleanse 
us from all sin, whereas these things 
would not make the sinner thereunto 
perfect. Heb. 10:1. 

I am informed that the gold mine 
workers are searched very carefully as 
they leave the mine for fear that they 
might take a piece of gold. The apostle 
Peter says gold and silver are corruptible 
compared to the blood of Jesus. 1 Peter 
1:18, 19, This shows us that the blood 
of Jesus is very precious. Yes, it means 
more to us than all the gold and silver. 
Jesus told His disciples that His blood 
was shed for many. Mark 14:24. I wish 
to say that it is just as real today as it 
was the day it was shed. It is a perfect 
cure for every sin that you may commit 
except the sin against the Holy Ghost. 
Although we have many people today 
who say there is nothing to it, we who 
have the blood know better and can over- 
come temptations by the blood of the 
Lamb of God. We are justified by the 
blood of Jesus and are sanctified with it 
by the Holy Ghost. Rom. 5:9 and 16: 
16. Are you washed in the blood of the 
Lamb? 

We are taught in the Bible that al- 
most all things must be purged with 
blood. Without the shedding of blood, 
there is no remission (of forgiveness) of 
sin. This just mentioned means that you 
can’t have your sins forgiven without the 
blood. Oh, the value of the blood! If 
preachers would preach the blood of Je- 
sus as much as they do graveyard stories, 
we would have greater revivals and less 
dead churches. 

Go wizh me to Acts 20:28 and you 
will find these words, “Take heed, there- 
fore, unto yourselves and to all the flock 
over which the Holy Ghost hath made 
you overseers to feed the Church of God, 
which he hath purchased with his own 
blood.”” Now, dear friends, all the blood 
that was shed by bulls and goats, etc., 
could not purchase the Church, but the 
blood of the Immaculate Son of God 
could; therefore, it becomes her duty, 
being purchased by the blood, to preach 
it to a lost and dying world. 

The key word for Hebrews is the 
word “better.” So Jesus is a better High 
Priest, His blood is better, the new cove- 
nant is a better covenant. 

Jesus said, ‘“‘Except ye eat the flesh of 
the Son of man and drink his blood, you 
have no life in you.” St. John 6:53. 
Some are getting slack about the Lord’s 
Supper and feet washing, but we should 
remember that this service is taken in 
remembrarce of Jesus, representing His 
death till He comes. He said, “For my 
flesh is meat indeed and my blood is 
drink indeed. He that eateth my flesh 
and drinketh my blood dwelleth in me 
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and I in him.” Amen.

limited relative to its application to sin- 
ners. If man is to obtain the results of 
the atonement, he must meet certain 
conditions. He must repent of his sins. 
The blood of Jzsus Christ does not cover 
sins unrepented of. Repentence is the 
first principle of salvation. It is God’s 
demand, and if we have His favor we 
must meet that demand. Godly sorrow 
will work repentcace. To repent means 
to turn away from sin. Another condi- 
tion that must be met, is to believe. The 
Bible tells us that everyone that cometh 
to Him must believe that He is, and that 
He is a rewarder of those that diligently 
seek Him. He must believe that Jesus 
Christ is the Savior of the world, and 
not only that, but he must believe that 
He is also a rewarder of them that dili- 
gently seek Him. When a person really 
and truly repents of his sins and be- 
lieves that God exists and that Jesus is 
the Savior of the world, then takes God 
as the rewarder of them that diligently 
seek Him, there are not enough devils in 
hell or evil spirits on earth to defeat the 
purpose of God in converting that soul 
to Him. Many have repented, yet failed 
to believe that God would reward them, 
and have gone away defeated in their 

effort to come to God. 

After a man has repented and _ be- 
lieved on God, and the work of regener- 
ation or conversion to God has taken 
place in his heart and life, there is an- 
other important condition that God de- 
mands of him; this is, trust. We must 
trust God if we expect to hold our faith- 
ful to the end. God has promised to keep 
us to the end and no matter what may 
befall us, we must trust Him, trust Him 
to save a-d trust Him to keep us saved. 
So many say, “I would like to be a 
Christian, but I don’t think I could live 
it, or I am afraid I would backslide.” 
You will not backslide if you keep your 
trust in Him. Simple trust in God will 
take you through. He has promised and 
He can not lie. The trials may be hard, 
the devil will tempt you, but put your 
trust in the Lord, He will see you 
through. 

One other condition I would like to 
mention before leaving this point, and 
that is endurance. The promise is only 
to those who endure to the end. Endur- 
ance indicates hardship, and it is true 
that we will meet with battles and con- 
flicts; in fact, the Christian life is one 
of warfare. When a man goes to battle 
he is expected to endure some hardships. 
Yes, he that endureth to the end, the 
same shall be saved. Let us not murmur 
nor complain, but remember the words 
of the apostle Paul in 2 Cor. 4:17, 18, 
“For our light affliction, which is but 
for a moment, worketh for us a far more 
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exceeding and eternal weight of glory; 
while we look not at the things 
which are seen, but at the things 
which are not seen; for the things which 
are seen are temporal; but the things 
which are not seen are eternal.” 

I wonder if we have ever stopped long 
enough to compare our conflicts, afflic- 
tions, and hardships with those of Paul? 
He says his afflictions were light afflic- 
tions, just light afflictions, such as be- 
ing beaten with many stripes and dragged 
out of the city for dead. He was also 
fastened in the stocks in the prison dun- 
geon; ungodly men were clamoring for 
his life’s blood, and finally got it. Yet he 
describes them as light afflictions, which 
are but for a moment. He also declares 
that it worketh for us a far more ex- 
ceeding and eterral weight of glory. 
Let us not murmur nor complain, but 
let us lift our eyes to the hills from 
whence cometh our help, and consider 
with Paul as he states in 2 Cor. 5, “If 
our earthly house of this tabernacle were 
dissolved, we have a building of God, a 
house not made with hands, eternal in 
the heavens. For we walk by faith not 
by sight.”
